OLDEST WOMAN IN THE
STATE PASSED AWAY.

The oldest woman in all this part
of the country was laid to rest Bun-
day afternoon in the cemetery {mme-
diately back of the M, E. church at
Sabula. The remains wers those of
Mrs, Ellzabeth Shoemaker, who was
born August 2, 1806, and who dled
last Friday night, December 16, about
midnight, at the home of her son,
with whom she lived for many years,
on a little farm near Narrows Creek,
about three and a half milea from Du-
Bols and two miles from Sabula,

Mrs. Shoemaker had been dropaical
for severnl weeks, and owing to her
great age, of more than 104 years, she
rapldly weakened and with the ebb
of vitality her heart ceased to beat.

At two o'clock Sunday afternoon
the funeral party left the house and
arrived at the church about three
o'clock. A large congregation had
already assembled there, and when
the services began the church was
filled beyond its normal seating ca-
pacity, Rev, Mr, Shingledecker, pas-
tor of that congregation, delivered the
funeral address and cited incidents oc-
carring In the life of the aged lady
during the years of his acquaintancs
with her. Ten years ago the minls-
ter was stationed on the same charge
and became quite well known to the
old lady. Returning recently he
was called to see her just before she
died and to show her mental eclear-
ness up to the last he related how
qulekly she recognized him on simply
hearing his volee in an adjoining
room,

Mrs, Bhoemaker's burlal place {s at
the rear of the burying ground, far-
thest removed from the public high-
way. An improvement on the loca-
tlon was afterwards discusged by
some of those In attendance. The
iden advanced as a better one was to
have the burial place of this woman
noted for her greal age npext
to the public highway, where a sub-
stantial monument could be placed in
her honor which would be observed
in passing without leaving the high-
waY. Not often do people see a
person who has lived beyond a cen-
tury, and yet less frequently do they
have an opportunity to note where
one who was granted such exceptional
distinetion as Mrs. Shoemaker was
finally laid to rest. Mrs, Shoemaker
hans become n figure In
local history.
